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SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 
READY FOR BOLL WEEVIL 


Former Grady Representative 
Says Cotton Not Main De- 
pendence of His People. 


According to R. R. Terrell, of Whig- 
ham, Ga., former representative in the 
house from Grady county in the gen- 
eral assembly of 1907-08, the people 
of southwest Georgia are amply pre- 
pared for the invasion of the boll 
weevil. Mr. Terrell was in Atlanta 
yesterday on business, with the prison 
commission. Discussing the outlook 
for farmers in Grady county, he said: 

“Grady county is in splendid shape 
this year, because, while the cotton 
crop is not as good as it might be, the 
farmers are getting an excellent price 
for it, and they are not depending 
upon it as their all. 

“Grady county farmers do not put 
all their eggs in one basket, you may 
be sure of that. We have already 
learned the lesson of diversification, 
and learned it well. 
the most important crop in my county 
is the syrup crop. I dare say I am 
within the truth when I assert that 
Grady county produees more 
Syrup than all the rest of Georgia 
combined. 


Tobacco Important. 


“Next to syrup in importance comes 
tobacco. We have a little strip in 
Grady county extending: down into 
Flortda, which produces a quality of 
tobacco which cannot be grown any- 
where else in the wold outside of Cuba. 
This is naturally a very 
crop with our farmers. After 
comes cotton, which is a money 
this year, because the farmers are 
of debt and the crop is 
good price. 

“Then our food crops, corn and hogs, 
and the feed that it takes to 
hogs, are unusually good.

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS BATTHYANI SUICIDE OR MARTYR? 


The little provinces of Hungary and Po- 
land have supplied some excellent exam- 
ples of the hero, and in the brave struggle 


that Hungary made to preserve her national 
independence, not one of her patriots is de- 
serving of more credit than is Count Louis 
Batthyani, in spite of the fact that Hun- 
Zarian history dwells long on the services 
rendered by Batthyani, it is uncertain as 
to how he came to his death. Most his- 
tories tell us that he was falsely accused 
and was sentenced to death for high trea- 
son. It is noted that “he heard the ver- 
dict with calmness, and did not lose his 
hold upon himself, even in taking a last 
farewell of his wife.” He was granted the 
one privilege left to ask for—that he might 
have a soldier's death. 

The hour set for his execution 
o'clock in the afternoon, and crowds were 
gathered to have a look at the man they 
all loved and honored. When the _ prison 
door was thrown open, the Count walked 
@almly out, leaning on the arm of his chap- 
lain. His face was perfectly serene and he 
carried himself with dignity and modesty. 

Other historians do not make him a 
martyr, but instead claim that he took his 
own life. Taking the latters’ views, the 
latest edition of the “Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica” says: “Sentence of hanging was final- 
ly pronounced upon him at Olmutz for vio- 
lating the Pragmatic Sanction, overthrow- 
ing the constitution and aiding and abet- 
ting the rebellion. To this fate he 
stabbed himself with a small, concealed dag- 
ger, and bled to death on the night of 
October 5, 1849.” 

Count Louis Batthyani belonged to one 
of the proudest old families of Hungary. The 
city of Buda was on one side of the Danube, 
and Pesth was the other, connected by a 
high suspension The two cities. are 
now practically are called Buda- 
Pesth.

moned him in March of 1848 to form the 
first independent and responsible cabinet 
under the liberal government Austria had 
promised that Hungary should enjoy under 
her protection. 

For years the Hung@rians had suffered 
from the treachery of Austria, and Batthy- 
ani realized that no dependence could be 
placed upon Ferdinand. For months he 
Struggled between the power of Austria and 
his people, and then went to Vienna to see 
if he could not move Ferdinand to Keep 
faith with Hungary, and give them the lib- 
erties they asked, chief which was 
the use of their own language for all offi- 
cial business, and in the schools. 

But the Count could accomplish nothing, 
so he resigned his office and went home. 
He still held his seat in Parliament. how- 
ever, and worked without pause to find 
some way in which his country and people 
might have justice and liberty. 

These were the days in which Louis Kos- 
suth was working so desperately for the 
liberal cause, and all Hungary was alive 
with bitterness and revolt. Count Batthyani 
had no false pride when it came to pleading 
for his people, so he went to Prince Winai- 
schgratz, who commanded a body of 
the Austrian army, 
terview. 

Windischgratz sent word to him 
did not treat with rebels, for so 
chose to consider the Hungarian 
added the statement that there | 
one thing for Hungary to do—surrender its 
capital country.

NATION CRIES TO GEORGIA 
IN FACE OF BEEF FAMINE 


The tremendous opportunity that opens 
to Georgia by reason of the threatened short- 
age of the beef supply from the western 
states is emphasized forcefully in corre- 
spondence recently exchanged between W. 
H. White, Jr., president of the White Pro- 
vision Company of Atlanta, and W. H. Manss, 
vice president and general manager of the 
Southern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization of Baltimore, of which 8S. Davies 
Warfield is president. Mr. White, as read- 
ers of The Constitution know, is the pioneer 
in the modern packing house business in 
the south, and in the systematic campaign to 
revive the cattle industry in Georgia. In 
that work The Constitution has rendered 
unceasing assistance, as it will ,continue 
to do. 

Mr. Manss wrote The Constitution, point- 
ing out that the drouth in the western cattle 
States and the permanent disappearance of 
large western ranches, created a desperate 
situation, from the point of view of the 
nation’s beef‘supply. He asked why Georgia, 
with her notable possibilities in this direc- 
tion, could not step into the breach.

“The farmers of the west, today are, as 
vou say, being forced to ship their live stock 
to the market, for the reason that their 
pastures have been ruined and their corn 
crops damaged to such an extent that they 
will not be able to provide the necessary 
food for finishing their beef cattle. I am 
advised that in some sections farmers have 
been compelled to ship to market absolutely 
every head of live stock owned; not only 
were they short of foodstuff, but in hundreds 
of cases the water supply necessary for the 
live stock could not be had.

A Sertous Condition. 

“We are unquestionably facing .a serious 
condition. and unless a new field of supply 
is quickly developed, we will not only have 
a severe shortage of beef cattle, but the 
price will be out of reach of the average 
person, and prime beef will become a luxury. 
During the early spring and summer of this 
vear thousands of Georgia cattle have been 
shipped to the west with a view of replen- 


ishing the western herds. Especially is this 
true of cows and heifers, which were wanted 
for breeding and raising, the idea, of course, 
being to produce aS many young calves as 
possible. It is also true that Georgia has 
today a sufficient number of cattle, which, 
if given the proper food and attention, would 
help materially toward warding off the beef 
shortage, which is sure to come as an after- 
math of the drouth through the west. 

“It is true that the bulk of these cattle 
are common and of mixed breeds, but with 
proper attention and good food will make a 
fair grade of beef, certainly will make as 
good beef here and will serve as good pur- 
for building up and stimulating the 
beef supply in this section, as much so as 
in the west, where thousands have been 
shipped this vear. 

“We have the foundation stock, an abund- 
ance of young cattle, the finest grazing 
lands in the world, a splendid forage crop 
and a magnificent cotton crop, which in- 
sures a plentiful supply of finishing food 
(cotton seed meal and hulls), all of this at 
the door and within the reach of practically 
every farmer in the state. 

“Regardless, however, but little headway 
has been made in the betterment of our 
cattle. I firmly believe that the farmers are 
ready to take hold of the proposition, but 
they do not know how to go about it—they 
need to be shown how to make good beef 
and how to develop their cattle for the mar- 
kets of the country, and I think that if you 
could place forcibly before the farmers of 
this state, and others of the southeastern 
States, the true conditions that now exist and 
their opportunity for taking a place high 
up the ladder in the matter of beef-produc- 
ing, that a world of good would be done. 
What Is Lacking. 

“Our farmers must learn to respect the 
cattle industry, and they must be taught 
the importance and necessity of giving their 
cattle care, food and attention. and encour- 
aged in the matter of improving their herds, 
through the introduction of high-bred males, 
so that the offsprings will come higher in 
grade and quality from year to year. What 
is lacking most of all is energy and dispo- 
sition to diversify agricultural pursuits on 
the part of the farmers, as well as the lack 
of the practical knowledge and experience 
of men of your kind to instruct them. Your 
earnest co-operation and thoughtful sugges- 
tions from time to time will bring about. 
the awakening of our farmers to their op- 
portunities, and when once they take hold. 
the country at large may look for relief in 
the beef supply. 

“Hoping that we may continue to have 
your splendid suggestions and also more fre- 
quent visits from you, I am, with personal

Winnipeg's permanent water supply from 
Shoal lake will cost $13,045,000, and it will 
take at least five years to install, accord- 
ing to the formal report of the consulting 
experts read before the administration board 
of the Greater Winnipeg water district by 
Mayor Deacon, of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The 
report was adopted and the work will pro- 
ceed at once, 
deferred by the board for one week to en- 
able the members to study details. The ex- 
perts, who have been working on the prob- 
lem since last .April, are James A. Fuertes 
of New York, Frederick P. Stearns of Bos- 
ton and Rudolph Hering of New York. They 
find that Shoal lake affords an ample water 
supply for a population up to 850,000, and 
have planned a system to provide 8,500,000 
imperial gallons daily.

RAINEY 10 DECIDE FOR 


PRISON COMMISSION 


Patterson Favors, Davison. Op- 
poses, Appointment of Super- 
visors of Public Roads. 


It will in all probability be up to 
Prison Commissioner E. L. Rainey, of 
Dawson, to determine whether the com- 
mission shall employ road supervisors 
for the state or not and whether a 
state system of road supervision shall 
be established. 

Commissioner Rainey !s out of town 
and is not expected to return befcre 
the middle of next week. Commissicn-~ 
er T. E. Patterson, of Griffin, has de- 
clared himself in favor of the appoint- 
ment of supervisors. He believes that 
the present law gives the commission 
the right to establish state supervision 
of road building and to appcint super- 
visors. 

He further holds that the building of 
roads in this state cannot be made suc- 
cessful until some state supervision Is 
provided. 

On the other hand, Chairman R. E. 
Davison is emphatically opposed to the 
exercise of the legal right of the com- 
mission to appoint supervisors. Dis- 
cussing the questicn he said yesterday: 

Lacking Funds. 

“The maintenance fund provided by 
the legislature now is barely sufficient 
for the support of this department. We 
are seriously considering the necessity 
of laying off a number of our inspect- 
ors in order to make both ends meet. 
I cannot see where the money is com- 
ing from tc hire state supervisors and, 
as things are now handled, I do not 
believe anything of value could be ac- 
complished by them if we had them. 

“The people of the counties will not 
stand for the use of the convicts to 
build permanent highways between the 
cities at the expense of the local sys- 
tems of roads. There is no use talking 
about it. There are one thousand miles 
of road in Greene county and only 
twenty-two convicts to work them. 
Now 1 don’t see how you can ever hope 
to build permanent rvadways with that 
amount of labor. 

Would Cry Favoritism. 

“If you undertook to make a special- 
ty of the lines of highway connecting 
the cities, there would be such a cry of 
favoritism to go up from the farmers 
as would kill any such scheme. 

“It is not true that we now have 
highways beginning nowhere and end- 
ing nowhere. Our highways cross 
county lines and I dare say that few 
passengers on the roads, particularly in 
the country counties, could possibly tell 
when the county lines are crossed. 

“If the législature will appropriate 
the money to establish a state highway 
system, I will be glad to co-operate in 
its establishment, but we have not the 
money now, and under our present sys- 
tem of working convicts by counties, 
I believe that little can be accom- 
plished.” 


BALKAN WAR HORRORS 


PORTRAYED BY MILES' 


Washington, September 18.—As an 
indirect appeal for funds for the relief 
of the suffering thousands in Bulgaria, 
the Red Cross today made public a 
letter it had received from Lieutenant 
Generul Nelson A. Miles, in which he 
portrays the horrors that have at- 
tended the Balkan war. Starvation, 
inadequate hospital service and ab- 
sence of medical stores are among the 
calamities Bulgarians are facing. In 
one field, General Miles declared he 
saw 4,000 wounded men lying without 
shelter from the sun or rain. 

General Miles recommended that a 
part of the relief funds be sent to the 
ted Cross of Servia.

He recently 
caused the removal! of Isaiah Hunter, 
a negro rural carrier, for incompetency 
over the protest of Postmaster Flem- 
ing. Other negroes would have been 
removed for incompetency, he said, but 
for the attitude of the postmaster.

AFFAIRS OF RAILROAD 
ARE TERMED “ROTTEN” 


Former Governor Bulkeley Op- 
poses $67,000,000 Bond Issue 
by the New Haven, 


Boston, September 18.—The case for 
the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, which seeking the 
authorization of the Massachusetts pub- 
lic service commission for a $67,000,000 
issue of convertible debenture bonds 
was closed today. Former Governor 
Morgan G. Bulkeley, of 
and his counsel, Jas. F. Jackson, for- 
mer chairman of the Massachusetts 
railroad commission, appeared in oD- 
jection to the proposed tissue. 

Two features of the bond features 
are condemned by the objectors, name- 
ly the underwriting proposition and the 
convertibility of the bonds. Mr. Bucke- 
ley contended that the issue could be 
sold direct to the holders of New Hav- 
en stocks and bonds without undere- 
writing. To support this contention, 
he said that the rights of the proposed 
issue were selling in the market at 
a premium and 
though 
a per 
cent basis, 
readily. 

“TI am not scared by the suggestion 
of a receivership—a suggestion which 
has come principally from New Haven 
directors,” he said. “The financial af- 
fairs of the road have been rotten for 
ten years. The road has been con- 
trolled by the large interests which 
have always outvoted the ‘minority 
stockholders when the latter disap- 
proved buying trolley and steamship 
lines.”’
